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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed June 8, 2007, and supplemented July 
2, 2007, to withdraw the holding of abandonment. 

The petition is granted. 

A non-final Office action was mailed November 17, 2006. The Office action set a three (3) 
month shortened statutory period for reply. 

A Notice of Abandonment was mailed June 1 , 2007. 

Petitioner contends a reply was timely filed in response to the November 1 7, 2006 Office action.
